G. 8 .R, 1469. —In pursuance of sub-rule (2) of rule 49 and rule 139 of the Cen¬ 
tral Excise Rules, 1944, the Central Government hereby directs that the provisions 
relating to the removal of goods from one warehouse to another shah extend, 
subject to the conditions specified in paragraph 2, to motor spirit (hereinafter 
referred to as the said goods) to which the provisions of Chapter VII ol the said 
Rules have been extended by the notification of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Finance (Revenue Division) No. CER-139(i)/56, dated Ihe 9th June, 
1950. 

2. The said goods shall be permitted to be removed without payment of duty 
only from the storage tanks at Sewree Installation in Bombay of Messrs Burmah- 
Shell Oil Storage and Distributing Company of India Limited, licensed under rule 
140 as warehouses, to the storage tanks similarly licensed at the refinery at Koyali 
in Gujarat of Messrs Indian Oil Corporation Limited (Refineries Division).
